Management of Lunatics, with illusirctions 
of insanity. By George Parkman, M. OD. 
© Ooservez lea medicine,’ Sc. Boston: 
Printed by John Eliot. 137. pip. 36. 


Tus is an age of pamphicts and pamphlet- 
cers; every bookseiler’s stall groans under 
their leaden weight, they swarm like the 
frogs and vermin of Egypt, and like them 
too, leave no bitthe slime behind. 

“The dog-star rages, nay "tis past a doubt 

“ All Bedlam and Farnagsns are let out.” 
When we can, however, select one from 
the number, which possesses intrinsic merit, 
and presses itscifinto notice by its superior 
ciaim to public attention, we seize upon it 
} with avidity, and are no Hittle pleased in such 
uvariety of useless, tedious trash, to find 
something which will reward us for the pe- 
rusal, and restore our patience to the equili- 
brium it had lost among the rubbish contin- 
ually obtruded before us. One of the evils 
which has attended the art ct printing, is 
the facility thus afforded to disseminate 
wickedness, stupicity and folly jnto that part 
of the community wicre its influence is most 
sensibly felt. 

These observations were suerested by a 
smali work in the pamphlet form, which has 
been published sometime, but which we had 
neglected to look over till a few days since ; 
we refer to Dr. Parkman’s book on insanity. 
There ismuch art in knowing the signs of 
the times to improve them; the Dr. in this 
particular has showed much skiff ; the estab- 
lishment of a General {fospital for the in- 
sane, which will require the aid of medical 
genticmen, scems to be a fit opportunity for 
those who have made the “mind’s disease” 
their study, to ditiuse « Jittle of their iafor- 

ration into the community, that their own 
merits may be justly appreciated, and the 
objcct of the institution more readily secure 
ed. Beside the benefit which Muy arise to 
the author from this display of his knowl- 
edge, the public also will be much benefited ; 
for society is at present in such a lamenta- 
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“ieSSdeplores his disssedicnues and in- 


ble state, that it as difficult really for a man 
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to know whether he is himsclf sane or not, 
and much less can he judge of the sanity of 

his neighbours. This is owing in part to the 

vagueness and ambiguity of the terms relat- 

ing te the subject; but principally to igno- 

rance of what overt acts, or secret internal 

operations of the mind, do constitute de- 

rangement, in all its various ramifications, 

from simple delirium, to downright madness. 

But wetan be no longer in doubt ; and what 

Europein physicians have attempted in vol- 

umes todo, our Dr. has effected ina pam- 

phiet ; he points out minutely the various 

avenues to the mind, constantly open to in- 

sanity, od we are astonished how little “ ter- 
ra firma®’a sound intellect and healthy im- 

agination has to move in: he gives us exam- 

ples too, of the particular sensations each 

branch produces, with a discrimination, that 

would lead us to suspect, did we not know 

to the contrary, that he himself had experi- 
enced every disorder of the mind from mor- 
bid melancholy to the highest species of 
‘‘ maniacal extravagance.” 

The Dr’s style is peculiarly nervous and 
sententious; his information is conveyed 
much after the manner of the ancient philos- 
ophers and physicians, in maxims and apho- 
risms, and he deserves the praise bestowed 
on a celebrated Grecian historian, “ densus 
et brevis ct semper instans.” We shall have 
room but for a few quotations, and shall se- 
lect them promiscuously, merely to give 
those who have not seen the book some idea 
of the Dr’s manver. His definition of igsan- 
ity is a very sweeping, one. “Insanity,’’ he 
says, “is went of control of our feelings 
and propensities.” For contirmation of this 
doctrine he refers to Horace’s Satires.  “ It 
is conceived by adveriing to dreams, absence, 
reverie, full influence of any strong emotion, 
anger, joy, grief, astonishment.” p.5. Ac- 
cording to this definition, then, the philen- 
thropist who pursues his object with ardour 
of feeling, the lover and every man of warm 
temperament, is insane. And here we 
would observe, the physician conlirms the 
remark of the immortal bard : 

“The lunatic, the lover and the poct, 
** Are of imagination all compaci.” 

The Dr. gives a description of each modi- 
fication of insanity with illustrations, and it 
would appear to be his opinion that it is com- 
posed ot “such stuff as dreams are made 
of ;” thus “delirium is to more active insani- 
ty as dreaming is to sleep-walking ;” this re- 
minds us of Dr. Johnson’s description of a 
woman’s preaching ; “ a woman’s preaching, 
sir, is ike a dog’s walking on his hind legs.” 

A new species of insanity, such as wé 
have never met with, is here introduced. 
“ Weakness of understanding, of will and af- 
fections, passiveness of mind, not connecting 
ideas received, is demence.” p. 5. We think 
the following extracts, for perspicuity and 
forcible expression, and for application to the 
subject matter of the book, deserve our no- 
tice. “Imperfect memory ts consequent to 
unsusceptibility and deficient attention, all 
opposed totruc judgement.” p. 6. “ Little 
dependsace is to be placed generally ou the 
the promises and apparent resolutions of lu- 
natics.” p. 6. Wethink sotoo. Females 
are obliged generally to be cautious, which 
saves them the consequences of many false 
Steps. p. 9. Some, expecting inheritance, 
think excrtion unnecéssary, secicty’s estima- 
tion worth little; they olten show extreme 
efiects of exnuf and irrationality.” p. 11. 
We can bear witness to the truth of this last 
remark, for we have seen those who had 
large expectations quite insane,  Vemini 
conAde secures constant exertion of the in- 
tclicctual powers, instead of reliance on oth- 
ers. (And Earl Clarendon’s life continued, ed. 
3, 937, and ‘Tristram Shandy, vol. 1, chap. 
xi, “Gravity.”) p. 11. Excellent authority ! 
“ The food should be pleasant and well serv- 
ed ; sausages, anchovies, oysters, smoked 
beef, ham, salmon, often excite appetite.” p. 

13. And we might add sometimes allay it. 
“ Ineuradles, as many technical words, con- 
veys no distinct idea, Lateat scintiliula. Here 
management consists much, /ereeverando, 
expectando, in traitement expectant, physic- 
aland moral regime preventing and remov- 
ing obstacies to nature’s salutary efforts.” 
p. 22. “ To correct various extravagancies 
aid general excitement, the douche, and the 
rotatory swing are efficient. In furious pa- 
tients the calm and passiveness of sea-sick- 
ness may be effected by fixing them upright

p. 25. ‘“ Madmen are not to be believed. 

p- 26. The Dr. has pretended also to give 
advice to whomever it may concern, with re- 
spect to the structure and management of 
the Hospital, but our limits will vot permit 
us to make any more extracts, and we can 1m- 
agine that our readers will readily excuse us 
from tie task, and be fuily satisfied with those 
we have presented them. We wonder we 
have existed securely so long, without the 
necessary information this book conveys: 
the pablic ought not to be slow in returaing 
their acknowledgments for the useful lesson 
which will enable them to avoid the numer- 
ous crack-brains who infest us on every side, 
and we hope tuo the directors of the institauon | 
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will, when the establishment shall be open- 
ed, compliment the guthor with a suitablo 
reward. .

union of the European nations for the pur- 
pose of wresting Palestine, and particularly 
its holy capital, from the dominion of the 
crescent, and restoring it to that of the 
cross. 

Among the bencficial effects which re- 
sulted from the Croisaides we may reckon, 
as one of the chief, the opening of a com- 
munication between the northern parts of 
Europe and Asia; and the vast stores of 
knowledge which were thercby disclosed te 
their view. 

And of \“.¢ striking circumstances which 
characterised them, that of the institution of 
the Military Orders is by no means to be 
accounted one of the least. 

The history of those religious knights ex- 
cites sentiments of wonder and veneration, 
while, at the same time, it throws a strong 
and illustrating stream of light upon gener- 
al history ; and, here I shall vent6re to add, 
also upon that of Freemasonry. 

We shall see, in a very striking point of 
view, a close and admirable connexion be- 
twecn an institution whichis universal as the 
atmosphcre, as to its embracing men of every 
kindred or clime, and that which obliged its 
profesors to a perpetual hostility against the 
enemies of the Christian banner. 

The seven Asiatic churches, after iHlu- 
minating the region where Auman nature 
suffered a dismal eclipse by its defection 
from its author, and whe s also it received 
again the light of the divine favour in the 
ascension of the Sun of Righteousness, had 
their candlesiicks removed, and their lights 
extinguished, agreeable to the prediction of 
the last of the prophets. 

The greatest of impostors, whom the 
apostle therefore emphatically stiles rhe 
man of sin*, broke forth with his armed 
legions of ferocious and deluded fanatics 
from the wilds of Arabia, and spread de- 
vastation and error over all the East. 

Great was the consternation that seized 
the Christian world on beholding the rapid 
and extensive progress of those sons of the 
desert, whe enforced their religion upon 
the point of the sword. But still greater 
was the surprise, and truly afflicting was the 
consideration, that the holy city, the grand 
theatre of all the awful and precious scenes 
of our redemption, was become the sacrile= 
gious prey of infidels and the barbaraus en- 
emics of the cross of Crist.

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DESULTORY GLEANINGS, 


WITH INCIDENTAL REMARKS. 
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Iw the Athan:cum, a Eterary and scientific magazine, 
published in London by Dr. Aikin, we find the follow. 
ing good humoured essay, It was written some years 
agos but asthe families of Laly Blarney and Miss 
Skepes, have pereguinated to all countries, and ours 
net being without a few of their descendants, it may be 
very useful to instruct our readers in the “ legitimate 
application” of the expressive monosyllable, which is 
the theme of the essay. 


ON CRYING FUDGE. 


In Goldsmith’s “ Vicar of Wakefield,” 
when Lacy Blarney and Miss Carolina Wil- 
he!mina Amelia Skeggs are holding a dia- 
logue before the simple and unsuspecting 
family at the parsonsge, for the purpose of 
passing for women of high fashion and con- 
sequence, Mr. Burciiell, whe is one of the 
hearers, responds at every sentence with a 
half-audible fudge. This concise mode of 
disccncerting the pretensions of falsehood 
and ostentation has always highly pleased 
me ; and exiendiag the idea to all similar 
occurrences cf lite, I have been led to con- 
sider the faculty of crying fudge inthe prop- 
er place, as one of the most decisive marks 
of penctration and good sense. I say in the 
“ropfer ficace, because a fudge applied at ran- 
dom is often only a proof of fully or igno- 
rance ; and it isa very easy way of getting 
rid of a fact we do not like, or an argument 
we do not understand, to exclaim, ‘it is all 
a fudge.” The legitimate application of this 
formula I take to be, when impudence, im- 
pesture, weakness, or enthusiasm, make de- 
mends upon our acquiescence, which, to a 
thinking and instructed mind, appear mani- 
festly absurd, and not worth a serious refuta- 
tion. 

Examples of this kind mect our eyes in 
the columns of every newspaper, and the pag- 
es of every literary journal. When we read 
advertisements in which schemes of great 
profit without hazard are offered to the pub- 
lac by persons who have not been able to 
kccp themselves cut of a gaol—puffs of in- 
ventions by which cent. per cent. may be 
saved in articles of common use—flovid pan- 
egyics of institutions the chief results of 
which have been to provide a few snug places 
for oficers—-short roads to the most abstruse 
sc'ences—clear clucidations of things in their 
wature Incomprchensible—thcories and sys- 
tems warranted new upon topics as old as 
fuiman speculation—it requires but a mod- 

crate share of the salutary scepticism deriv- 
sd from experience, to oppose these attacks 
upon our credulity by a fudge, and thereby 
prevent a waste cf time or money.

but appear extraordinary, and afierds a mel- 
ancholy proof how little the art of crying 
fudge in due season is understood. Some 
centuries ago a noted controversy was car- 
ricd on amovg the Germar erudites con- 
cerning a golden tooth said tc have been cut 
in the gums of a child in Silesia ; in which 
nonce of the disputants ever thought of apply-

pleyed all their acumen in maintalring theo- 
ries to account fer it. The human mind, 
perhaps, has made so much advance since 
that peried, that such a story would not now 
obtain credit enough to become a subject of 
discuisition; yet the age and country In 
which thieves are tried by feeling their skuils, 
must not loudly boast of its illumination. If 
the theosophy of Behmen, the philosophy of 
Kant, the physiognomy of Lavater, and the 
crapiology of Gall, had in their outset been 


would it have lightened the carriage of books 
to the Leipzig and Frankfort fairs! But it 
is vematkuble that our German neighbours 
scen not te have the least notion of fudging ; 
fur there cannot be 4 proposition so ¢xiray- 
agant, or a system so incomprehensible, #s 
noe to appear to them worthy of a scrious 
discussion, especially if promulgated by a 
grave dostor or professor, ‘The Feench, on 
the other vand, though prone enough them- 
seives to build shadowy systemr, ere very 
ready to treat the specuiations of others with 
a decisive fudge. When D’Alembert (who 
was, indeed, no visiorary, but a man emui-- 
te naris) was told of a philosopher who had 
made great discoveries in physics and metue 
physics, he exciaimed, * Des Gee ouvertes 
cans la metaphysique—éaa 2? which inter- 
jec:ion | take to be exactiy equivalent to 
fudge. 

There is a variety of petty attempts upon 
the credulity of the stmpie which require 
nothing but a fudge to defeat them. Thus, 
the language of dedications, in which men 
known to the world only by thelr trics, are 
cried up as the most exquisite judges and 
munificent patrons of literature, seldom 
needs any other annotation than this mono- 
tvable--indeed, the deception here does 
not often extend much beyond the dedicatee 
himself, Verbose epitaphs, ascribing to the 
defunct an assemblare of excetlencies which 
never met in any individual, and entombing 
with the tears of a whole country, persons 
whom the country was glad te be rid of, pro- 
voke the same note of dissent; which (give 
me leave to observe) would also occasionally 
not be misapplied to articles in magazine o- 
bituaries. Mudge, I acknowledge, is not a 
very pretty word from a female mouth; yet 
ifthe fair were habituated to appiy it, men- 
taliy at least, to the hyperbolical compli- 
mecots and rapturous protestations of levers, 
it might cut short some of those scenes 
which cannot be protracted without a degree 
of hazard. In retura, they must net take it 
amiss if afected coyness and coquetry are 
treated with as Httle ccrcmony.

IME STORY OF APELLES. 
Translated from Lucian. 


ApELLes was accused by Antiphilus, a jeal- 
ous dauber in pyinting, of having conspired 
arainst King Ptolemy, and, among other 
treacherics, of having been the occasion of 
the defection of the city of Tyrus. Ptolemy 
gave ear to this accusation, and without the 
least examination into the merits of it, was 
about to put him to death, as a traitor and 
rebel. Happily for Apelles, his innocence 
appeared by the seif-confession of one of the 
conspirators : and the King so far repented 
of the injury he had done him, that he not 
only sent hima present of i100 talents, for 
mitisfaction, but the accuscr to be punished 
according to his will and pleasure. Apeiles, 
notwithstandtne the atroctousness of the fact, 
did not seek to gratify lis revenge on tic 
person of his encmy, buten the crime which 
had brought him into such danger cf his 
life. 

He painted Credulity in thc form of Midas, 
sitting in an elbow chair, with Tenerance 


and Suspici» on either side of him. He 
offered his mght hand to Detraction, who 
seemed to approach him. The complexion 
of the latter was of a fiery red, notwithstanc- 
ing which her face was engaging and wgree- 
able. In her Icft hand she heid a burainc 
torch, and with hee right hand she drag-red, 
by the hair of his head, a youth, who, stretch. 
ing his hands towards heaven, secmed tn 
implore the Divine assistance. Hefore her 
marched Envy in the form of amon, macer- 
ated with a tedious sickness, of a pale com- 
piexion, with squinting frightful eves. She 
was lollowed by Deceit and Dissimulation, 
who erdeavourced, to the utmost ot their 
pewer, to excite and encourage Detraction, 
and to adorn her in the best mauner they 
could. These were followed by Repentance, 
whose tattered robe was covered with a veil 
of black crape. She turned her face contin- 
ually towards the image of Truta,. but Shame 
and Sorrow would not suffer her to open her 
eyes, Which scemed ready to burst with tears. 
ROE 
ANECDOTES RELALIASG TO THE JEWS. 
In 1255, the 19th year of king flenry IT. 
seven Jews were broucht before the king at 
Westminster, who were charred to have 
stolen a boy, and kept him private from the 
seht ofeny but their own nation, for a whoie 
vear; and had circumcised hina, intending 
also to have crucitied him at the soicmmity 
ot Faster; upoa which their bodies and 
soods remained at the king’s pleasure. In 
ihe S9th year of this king, Nov. 22, 102 
Jews were brought from Lincoin to Wests 
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Jews were upen examination sent to the 
tower of London, eighteen of them were 
hanged and the other remained long in pri- 
son. 

In the reign of king John, 1202, great 
sums of money were exacted f{*om the Jews, 
among whom there was one who would not 
pay the. money charged upon him, till the 
kinse caused one of his great teeth to be 
pulied out every day for seven days togeth- 
cr; upon which he was at last compelled to 
give the king ten thousand marks of silver, 
that no more might be pulled out, since he 
had but one left in his head. 

It happened about this time that a Jew 
fei] into an house of office upon Saturday, 
and would not be taken out that day, because 
it was the Jews’ Sabbath; whereupon the 
earl of Gloucester said, ‘he should not be 
taken out on the Sunday, because it was the 
Christian Sabbath ;’ so that when Monday 
came he was taken out dead.
